Editors of Repub lican: Take y our 
maps and look for some specks in the 
Atlantic, seven hundred miles south­ 
east of New York. 
These are the 
Bermudian Islands, treasures within 
the realms of His 
M ajesty , King 
George V. 
The natives 
religiously 
drink tea at 5 p. in., and though only 
forty -eight hours from the United 
States the whole atm osphere is as 
foreign as though the Desert of S a ­ 
hara lay b etween. 
The islands are 
b lessed for b eauty and nature smiles 
as she drops soft, b almy atm osphere 
from azure 
b lue skies, 
and again 
smiles as she paints the flowers with 
rainb ow hues. 
The climate is one of 
the finest in the world, frost b eing un­ 
known, though on rainy day s, a fire is 
desirab le. 
The staple products of the islands 
are potatoes, onions, celery and p a rs­ 
ley , three crops of each b eiug pro­ 
duced a y ear. Many fruits are raised 
b ut the principal one is b ananas. O r­ 
anges and lemons are not grown to 
any extent, though occasionally we 
see them nodding at us over the high 
walls. 
Vegetab le gardens are b eauti­ 
ful to look upon, and while Sey mour is 
indulging in zero weather, we are eat­ 
ing fresh, green vegetab les of every 
variety . 
There is no twilight here, 
and as the sun sinks in the west, the 
moon rises from the sea, and never 
shall I forget the glory of the sight. 
The islands are of coral formation, 
with ab out six inches of red clay soil 
<»n top, and from this soil comes forth 
that which makes the place a tropical 
paradise. 
Every where we s**e square 
recesses cut into hillsides from whieh 
material for houses has b een quar­ 
ried. 
Even the roofs of the houses 
are made of b road coral slab s an inch 
thick, and the chimney s are b uilt of 
coral b locks. 
Porches are paved with 
coral, and fences are made of the 
same material. 
Every thing is then 
covered with whitewash, which b y 
law must b e done at least once a y ear. 
Can y ou imagine the whiteness of the 
whole island without the polish of 
marb le, and with b uddings which ap­ 
pear to have b een cut from a single 
b lock of stone? 
The width of the is­ 
land averages two miles, and the 
length Hn a straight line is twenty -five 
miles. 
There are one hundred miles 
of roads made b y cutting down a few 
inches into solid white coral, and finer 
roads cannot b e found on the earth— 
with their many curves, causing us to 
wonder what new b eauty will next b e 
revealed. 
There is just enough whis­ 
pering b reeze, fragrance of flowers 
and sense of repose to raise one’s 
thoughts heavenward. 
The popula­ 
tion is twenty -thousand, two thirds 
b eing b lack. 
There seem to b e no 
poor people on the island. 
The col­ 
ored people with their polished man­ 
ners, 
pure 
English 
pronunciation.

New Mexico“ and set out to capture 
Fort Craig, the extreme southerly post 
of Union forces in the territory . About 
this time General E. R. S. Canby was 
sent from Washington to organize the 
Federal military and mak e what de­ 
fense he could of eastern New Mexico. 
General Sibley ’s Instructions on tak 
ing command of the Arizona Confeder­ 
ates had 
been to enlist volunteer* 
promptly iu all that region, to open ne­ 
gotiations with the governors of Mex­ 
ican territory for supplies and as soon 
as the Federal forces could be driven 
from New Mexico on the east the Con 
federates would move toward the coast 
with the cry “On to San Francisco!' 
This point gained, the Mexican state* 
adjoining would enter the alliance and 
an outlet for African slavery and a sup 
ply of treasure would be insured to tbf 
south at one grand strok e. Sibley cer­ 
tainly intended to raise an array of 
southern sy mpathizers in New Mexico 
Colorado and California and supply it 
from Mexico. 
“The objective aim ot 
the campaign.” to use his own words, 
“was the conquest of California.” 


March Acro ss the Desert. 
The Federal commander on the Pa­ 
cific coast was General H. G. Wright, 
and to him occurred the bold idea of 
strik ing the Arizona Confederates in 
the rear by a force organized in Cali­ 
fornia; to march across the desert, re­ 
capture the government forts along the 
southern border, reclaim all the region 
to the Union and open the» old south­ 
ern mail route between Santa Fe, N. 
M., and Fort Yuma, Cal. 
The plan 
was immediately approved in W ash­ 
ington. and troops were designated to 
form the expedition. 
Colonel James 
li. Carletou of the First California vol­ 
unteers was chosen leader. 
The in­ 
tention was to move during the winter 
and thus spare the men and animals 
the exposure to the burning Colorado 
and Gila deserts, which in summer are 
considered Impassable. 
The distance 
to be marched from the rendezvous on 
the coast to the Rio Grande was up­ 
ward of 1.000 miles, and that nearly 
all through n region of complete deso­ 
lation. 
But an insurmountable obsta­ 
cle to the vviuter march presented it­ 
self at once In the shape of unprece­ 
dented rains. 
The country was Hood­ 
ed. open plains became quagmires, and 
cattle and horses were swallowed up 
without a chance of rescue. 
Vehicles 
of transportation could not move, and 
after long delay supplies were sent 
around by water through the gulf of 
California to Fort Yuma, and a depot 
was established there. 
The Confed­ 
erates occupied Tucson and were push 
ing westward, and Carleton’s advance 
encountered them within fifty miles of 
Fort Yuma. 


A Battle o n the Bo rder. 
Meanwhile on Feb. 21. 1862, the Fed 
Oral and Confederate forces on the 
southwestern border met in combat at 
Valverde. N. M. 
The troops on both 
sides were chiefly local volunteers, al­ 
though the Federal rank s were led by 
regular officers, and many of the Con 
federate officers had served in the old 
army . The campaign opened with the 
advance of General Siblev 
ud the Rin 


Grande from Texas with 2.600 men to 
seize or capture the government posts 
on the river. 
He arrived opposite Fort 
Craig on the 21st. General Canby com­ 
manded at the fort. 
A part of the 
garrison, which numbered 4.000 men, 
sallied out. crossed tin* river and drove 
the enemy from his chosen positions. 
At 3 o'clock the victory sec hied to hang 
over the Union banners. 
In despera-* 
tion Sibley sent two storming parties 
against Canbv’s flank s. 
The stormers 
were on foot, armed with shotguns, 
squirrel rifles, revolvers and lances. 
On the Federal right Hall’s battery , 
supported by Colonel Kit Carson’s dis­ 
mounted cavalry and a battalion of 
regulars, drove back the stormers with 
fearful slaughter, but on the left there 
was another story to tell. 
Captain 
Alexander McRae’s battery formed the 
chief element of strength on that flank . 
It was manned by regulars and de­ 
fended until every horse and half the 
cannoneers had been shot down. 


A Duel at the Canno n's Mo nth. 
Major S. A. Lock ridge, an old regu­ 
lar army officer and former comrade o f 
McRae, stood by the last gun, sur­ 
rounded by his fallen braves. 
Lock ­ 
ridge placed his palm upon the muzzle 
of the piece and demanded surrender. 
The two were not three feet apart. 
Look ing each other in the face, both 
raised their revolvers and tired. 
To­ 
gether they dropped dead in their 
track s. 
The disaster to McRae's bat­ 
tery turned the tide in favor of Sibley, 
and Canby withdrew his lines to the 
fort. 
Carson commanded the First New 
Mexico cavalry , and the >ame charac 
teristics distinguished him in the army 
that he display ed in the exploring and 
hunting camps. 
He attack ed Sibley ’s 
men boldly and was gaining the day 
when sudden orders came to retreat 
ac ross the river. 
In his report Carson 
offered no protest, but simply said that 
his command was sweeping every thing 
before it when it was called off. 
Canby remained isolated 
iu 
Fort 
Craig until Sibley was disposed of 
through natural causes. 
The Confed­ 
erates marched up the river to Al­ 
buquerque. where Canby planned to 
attack them. 
But all the subsistence 
of the region was in Federal hands or 
hidden in private storage. 
Sibley had 
uo funds to buy from the people and 
finally retreated toward the Texas bor­ 
der. 
Learning that Carleton’s Califor­ 
nia column was approaching, he con 
tinued on to San Antonio with his force 
depleted nearly one-half during his 
campaign up the Rio Grande. 
Carie- 
ton ultimately joined forces with Can 
by , and the old regular forts on the 
Rio Grande were held to the end of the 
war. 


Other Ev ents o f the Week. 
On Feb. 10 the United States con­ 
gress revived the grade of lieutenant 
general in the army . 
It had been held 
by Washington and ended with his 
death. 
Brigadier General U. S. Grant 
was promoted major general in recog­ 
nition of his victory at Fort Donelson. 
The Confederate forces were abandon­ 
ing their base of supplies at Nashville 
and retreating westward to the Mis­ 
sissippi river and southward toward 
Corinth. 
Feb. 22 Jefferson Davis and Alexan 
der H. Stevens were inaugurated at 
Richmond, Ya.. as permanent presi 
dent and vice president of the Confed 
erate States of America. 
In his inau 
gural address President Davis said that 


force« in southwestern Kentucky and 
northern Tennessee. 
Feb. 22 was the date set for a great 
military event which did not tak e 
place. 
This was a movement in con 
cert of all the armies and fleets of the 
United States, as follows: 
“Ordered, that the 22d day of Febru 
ary , 1862, be a day for a general move­ 
ment of the land and naval forces of 
the United States against the Insurgent 
forces. 
That especially the army oi 
and about Fortress Monroe, the army 
of the Potomac, the army of western 
Virginia, the army near Munfordville. 
Ky ., the army and flotilla at Cairo and 
the naval force in the gulf of Mexico 
be ready to move on that day .” 
•For a proper understanding of the 
application of the order to conditions 
existing Feb. 22 it is necessary to 
glance at the situation on that date. 
The army at Fortress Monroe was 
about 10.000 strong. The Army of the 
Potomac was covering the line about 
fifty miles along the Potomac, above 
and below Washington, part of it be­ 
ing in Mary land and part In Virginia. 
The Army of Western Virginia was 
scattered in detachments. 
That near 
Munfordville, Ivy., was the force un­ 
der General D. C. Buell. The army at 
Cairo consisted of about 30,000 men 
under General U. S. Grant. It belong­ 
ed to the department commanded by 
General H. W. Halleck . who made his 
headquarters at St. Louis. The flotilla 
there comprised four new ironclads, 
which were experiments, and three 
wooden 
gunboats. 
The commander 
was Commodore A. H. Foote. The na­ 
val force on the gulf of Mexico con­ 
sisted of old line steam frigates, and 
they were serving on block ade duty . 
Additions to the fleet were being made 
daily, but its new commander, Farra- 
gut. received his orders only a few 
day s before, and his force was still un­ 
organized. 
All the forces were com­ 
manded by General George B. McClel­ 
lan. and he laid before the president 
at the time the order was issued, week s

Linco ln’s First War Orders. 
On Feb. 24 Nashville, the former base 
of supplies for the Confederate 
a rm ie s 
in northern Tennessee aud Kentuck y , 
was occupied by General Buell’s Fed­ 
eral forces. 
The tall of Fort Donelson 
on the 16th rendered the position un­ 
tenable for the Confederates. 
Its cap­ 
ture had been the chief object of the 
winter campaign waged by the Federal 
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COLONEL K IT CARSON, C. 8. A., L E A D E R OF 
< 
ne w m k xic o C a va l r y . 
before the date set. a plan of campaign 
already under way , and Mr. Lincoln 
permitted the order to go unheeded. 
A force was already forming to at 
tack the North Carolina coast. 
This 
was the Burnside expedition. 
A force 
under General \V. T. Sherman was op­ 
erating around Savannah, Ga.. aud 
Beaufort, S. C. 
General Buell’s force 
in Kentuck y was confronted by a large 
body of Confederates, located in south 
ern Kentuck y and Tennessee. General 
Halleck at St. Louis commanded not 
only Grant’s contingent at Cairo, but 
detachments operating in 
Ark ansas 
and Missouri. 
Buell and Halleck had already been 
ordered to act by McClellan, and by 
Feb. 22 the Confederates had been 
driven from Kentuck y . Nashville was 
in the grasp of Buell. Fort Henry ami 
Fort Donelson had been captured by 
the Cairo forces, and Burnside had cap­ 
tured Roanok e island and was firmly 
established on the coast. 


General Plan o f Campaig n. 
McClellan recalled the orders under 
which the forces named by the presi 
dent were acting or would be acting be 
fore Feb. 22 and outlined the results 
look ed for at the end of the spring 
campaign. Burnside at the time of his 
writing, Feb. 3. was about to land on 
the North Carolina coast, and the army 
and flotilla at Cairo were actually ad­ 
vancing up the Tennessee river. 
With 
success along the line “our position 
would be: Burnside forming our left, 
Norfolk held securely ; our center con­ 
necting Burnside with Buell in eastern 
Tennessee and north Alabama; Halleck 
at Nashville and Memphis. 
The next 
movement would be to connect with 
Sherman on the left by reducing Wil­ 
mington and Charleston; to advance 
our center Into South Carolina and 
Georgia; to push Buell either toward 
Montgomery or to unite with the main 
army in Georgia; to throw Halleck 
southward to meet the naval expedi­ 
tion from New Orleans. 
We should 
then be in condition to reduce at our 
leisure all the southern seaports, to 
occupy all the avenues of communica 
tion, to use the great outlet of the Mis 
slssippi. to re-establish our government 
and army in Ark ansas. Louisiana and 
Texas; to force the slaves to labor for 
our subsistence instead of that of the 
rebels, to bid defiance to all foreign in­ 
terference.” 
The significant thing about McClel­ 
lan’s plans is that they contained the 
germ of the plans which eventually 
won success. 
McClellan's friends gave 
him credit for the plans. 
His critics 
said that the ideas behind the plans 
were on file at headquarters when he 
succeeded General Scott in November. 
1861. 
Whoever conceived them.' the 
fact that early in 1862 the forces of 
the north were moving according to a 
well devised and practical scheme of 
concentration aud co-operation la of 
historical interest All was not left to 
blind chance as some critics of the war 
administration have often declared.

Lo s Angeles, Cal.—Incarcerated In a 
priso n de lux e, where the cells are car­ 
peted, where they hav e accees to a li­ 
brary , are allo wed to ro am o n a breeze- 
swept island, granted the right to play 
baseball, swim, engage in 
athletics 
and pro menade and smo ke, J ames B. 
McNamara and J . J . McNamara, who se 
dy namiting o peratio ns co st twenty -o ne 
tires, are escaping the priso n hardships 
like tho ee o f Sing Sing. 
The San Quentin priso n, in which 
they are serv ing their terms o f life 
impriso nment and fifteen y ears, 
re­ 
spectiv ely , is the priso n de lux e o f the 
United States, if no t o f the wo rld. 
By 
w n e it is called the “ criminals’ para­ 
dise" and likened mo re to a summer 
reso rt o r co untry residence than a 
priso n. 
In this priso n de lux e the Inmates 
are co nfined in the cells but elev en 
ho urs a day . 
The refit o f the time 
they are either making jute bags in 
the facto ry that is a part o f the priso n 
o r play ing baseball, swimming, read­ 
ing under shade trees, while at the 
same time enjo y ing a smo ke, o r else 
ro aming abo ut the Island and enjo y ­ 
ing the v iew o f passing steamships. 
In the ev enings they are allo wed to 
hav e a candle with which to read in 
their cells, and If they desire can co o k 
a rarebit fo r themselv es. 
Hard wo rk Is u nkno wn. 
The pris­ 
o ners, nu mbering 1,8 00, Inclu ding the 
McNamaras, are o blig ed to make so 
many ju te bag s between the ho u rs o f 
7 in the mo rning and 5 o 'clo ck In the 
ev ening . 
If they make the requ ired 
nu mber in less time they are allo wed 
to spend the time they sav e in enjo y ­ 
ing themselv es o n the priso n g ro u nds. 
Do zens o f tho se impriso ned there, In­ 
stead o f awaiting with g lee the ho u r 
o f their freedo m, witness Its appro ach 
with misg iv ing s, fo r they realise they 
will hav e to g o fo rth to battle in a 
co mpetitio n that will affo rd them few 
o f the pleasu res and lu x u ries co mmo n 
in the priso n. 
The “criminals’ paradise” is o fficial­ 
ly desig nated the Califo rnia state pris­ 
o n. It is maintained by 
Califo rnia. 
The federal g o v ernment sends priso n­ 
ers there, bu t pay s the state o f Cali­ 
fo rnia fo r their 
maintenance.

These grou nds are cu lti­ 
v ated mostly by Portu gu ese, and the 
contrast between su ch fields and those 
of wheat and corn, you may imagine. 
We lu nched at a long, low, coral hotel, 
set in the midst of a garden of roses, 
whose beau ty will remain with me long 
after they hav e faded. We went to the 
light hou se, bu ilt high in the air, from 
which are sighted incoming steamers, 
and cou ld v iew the 350 islands which 
comp ose the Bermu dian grou p . 
We 
go to Elba Beach and while the waters 
are not any too warm, many brav e 
bodies daily ride the wav es at this 
season, while billows of smok e are 
sailing ov er Seymou r. 
Au tomobiles 
are not allowed on the island and 
there being no street cars the only 
way for trav el is by bicycles and car­ 
riages. 
I hav e failed to see a single 
u nattractiv e horse. For ou r many ex­ 
cu rsions we hav e emp loyed the same 
colored driv er who answers to the 
cognomen of Engelsby Bean. 
He is 
most intelligent and answers ou r nu ­ 
merou s qu estions with su rp rising dig­ 
nity. 
Some of these qu eries mu st 
to him seem so fp olish that I wonder 
he does not flee to a nearby island. 
And now I hear p ractical Seymou r 
ask , Is there no fly in this ointment of 
wonderfu l and harmoniou s

portance. hut the extended use of elec­ 
tricity for lighting purposes, the dis 
i covery and manufacture of acetylene 
i gas and the Invention of numerous im 
i provements in burners for ordinary 11* 
I luminating gas have opened up a new 
field 
Photometric apparatus is now 
i necessary In hundreds, or even thou­ 
sands. of factories 
Not only must the volume of light 
be accurately measured, but its chro­ 
matic composition must 
be 
deter­ 
mined. 
The most desirable light is. 
of course, that which comes nearest 
to sunlight in its color composition. 
The pitch of tuning forks, of Inter­ 
est to manufacturers of musical in­ 
struments; the testing of optical sur­ 
faces. which Is important to every one 
who wears glasses; the verification of 
thermometers, of gas. water and elec­ 
tric meters 
in fact, the standardizing 
of all sorts of measures—a re coming

annual 
profit 
beyond 
their 
other 
earning 
capacity in their manure or droppings. 
If their dropping» are saved and used 
right, they will amount to about 35 
per cent, of the feed consumed. 
Did you ever notice bow fertile the 
soil becomes around the poultry house 
and grounds after the 
poultry 
have 
run on the ground« fer a year or two? 
Such poultry run« , when planted to a 
cultivated crop, will yield very large 
crops of almost anything that may be 
planted. 
The reason is that the drop­ 
ping» 
from 
the 
poultry, 
including 
feathers shed, have supplied the soil 
with a variety of the richest fertilizers 
that contain a variety of both mineral 
and organic compounds. 
I 
Poultry droppings are the richest of 
all anim al excreta, from the fact that 
birds 
consume a 
large 
quantity of 
mineral m atter for the production of 
egg shells, and also that their food is 
ground up almost as fine as powder to 
the gizzard, hence the residue is high 
iy soluble. 
Manure of 
poultry 
con­ 
tains nitrogen, the most useful of aii 
the elem ents In plant growth. In two 
form s—ammonia and mineral nitrates. 
It also contains iiine, phosphorus, pot­ 
ash aod a number of other fertilizing 
elements. 
Pigeon m anure is the rich­ 
est of 
all 
poultry fertilizers, 
being 
worth commercially about $75 a ton. 
or Z \ cents a pound; more valuable, 
bulk for bulk , than the feed they eat. 
Chick en manure Is worth from 925 to 
940 per ton, or as much as the highest 
grade commercial fertilizers. 
With a 
good sized flock of chick ens and the 
right methods of handling the drop­ 
pings, the average farm er could save 
a large share of his commercial fer­ 
tilizer bill. 
Not 
all, 
by 
any 
mean« , 
of 
the j 
poultry droppings are saved and used 
on the average farm. 
Much ot them 
j 
fall upon the ground of the run and 
dissolve away where they 
are not 
needed. 
If these grounds are ever put 
In cultivation some of the richness is 
saved and will he represented In the 
extra growth of the crop. 
However, 
these grounds are seldom used for cul­ 
tivated crops, and the good 1« never 
realized from this rich by-product of 
the poultry yard. 
The w riter k nows 
of a very large poultry yard on a farm 
where the top soil is probably four 
inches deep with this rich fertilizer, ! 
so rich that If the space were planted 
to corn it would yield more than 100 
bushels to the acre. 
On the same 
farm land is annually cultivated that 
scarcely pays for the labor and seed 
used 
The people running this iarm 
do not fully realize the value of the 
poultry 
manure, 
or 
they 
are 
too 
apathetic to remove it to the fields 
j 
and gardens where It would do much 
good

Hen manure and 
poultry 
manure 
are very rich in fertilizing constitu­ 
ents, especially nitrogen, due to the 
facts that 
in addition to 
the undi­ 
gested residue of the food it contains, 
the urinary secretions in which are 
large amounts of nitrogen as well as 
potash, in ready available form, ure 
voided with 
the solid excrem ent 
in 
this class of animals. 
The 
analyses 
which have been made show that hen 
m anure Is very variable in composi­ 
tion, depending upon 
the 
stage 
of 
growth of tl o fowl, the character of 
the feed and the care tak en of the 
manure. 
The nitrogen has been found 
to vary from about 0.7 to 2 per cent, 
the phosphoric acid from 0.5 to 2 per 
cent., and the potash from 0.25 to 0.9 
per cent. 
This shows that such ma­ 
nure, if properly eared for, is much 
richer than that of other farm ani­ 
mals. 
It, however, quick ly loses its 
nitrogen by fermentation and deterior­ 
a te s N in value if not. properly mixed 
with absorbents and preservatives. Va­ 
rious methods of preventing thb loss 
have been proposed. 
The New 
York 
station 
advises: 
“W hen the manure is not used when 
fresh it is better to mix with earth, 
muck or piaster.” 
The M assachusetts 
state station says: 
“The value of hen 
m anure depends not less on the care 
which is bestowed on its k eeping than 
on the k ind 
of food the 
fowls 
con­ 
sume. 
A liberal use of plaster k ies- 
ente or of good loam is highly recom- 
m endable for the absorption of am­ 
monia. 
A sandy soil is of little use as 
an absorbent.”

One farmer 
said to me: 
“ I hav e alway s 
raised 
ho gs, but 
nev er paid much attentio n to breeds 
befo re. 
J ust raised a go o d av erage 
animal, fed 
co rn mo stly , to o k 
what 
the market o ffered and let It go at 
that, but no w, when I see a fat 
pig 
bringing fro m 9 16 to 9 20 
end 
ev en 
mo re I hav e determined to impro v e 
my breeds. 
I find it co sts no mo re to 
feed a ho g that will pro duce 9 20 than 
it do es o ne that sells fo r 
9 15 . 
and 
therefo re I am do wn here at the fair 
ready to inv est a few hundred do llars 
in go o d breeding sto ck." 
It wo uld be 
interesting 
to kno w 
whether the sales o f high class sto ck 
hav e been larger this y ear than usual, 
but judging fro m the Intense Interest 
taken by buy ers at thia particular fair 
which was attended by as many 
as 
50,000 
farmers 
in 
a 
single day , I 
sho uld say that the sales were larger 
than they hav e been fo r many y ears.

FEEDING CORN TO THE HENS

In times past many thought that 
corn was not good for laying bens, 
but that was long ago, and now the 
most successful poultrymen are feed­ 
ing It, especially during cold weath­ 
er. 
It la remark ably 
heating, and 
helps the fowl to retain that animal 
heat so necessary to life. 
The principal danger in feeding it 
has been its tendency to fatten, but 
by careful feeding this has been over­ 
come, and now we find it one of our 
staple foods. 
It may also be partially 
roasted, and 
be liberally fed without 
danger if given 
at 
night. 
Fowls 
should go to roost for the night with 
hunger fully appeased, 
but 
should 
come off in the morning hungry and 
ready for more. 
A light feed should be given then 
and a more generous supply at night, 
j 
They should 
be k ept busy scratching ; 
all day, as the 
hen that 
work s and ; 
sings will Lay. 
Don’t be afraid to feed corn, but be ! 
sure to feed it right; your hens will 
lay better and k eep healthier when 
they have it. 


Pack ing and Shipping Turk eys. 
Turk eys are pack ed sometimes In 
barrels and sometimes In boxes, but 
the better grades usually go forward 
in boxes. 
Very little, if any, pack ing 
is used. 
The box is lined with paper 
and the turk eys pack ed solidly in it 
with the heads bent under at one side 
and breasts up. The boxes are pack ed 
so tightly that when the cover is on 
there is no room for the contents to 
shift during their journey to mark et. 
Occasionally straw is used for pack ­ 
ing, but this sometimes leaves un­ 
sightly lines or m ark s in the sk in of 
the carcasses which injure their sale. 
Only one grade should be shipped in 
the same box, for if several grades 
are included the entire consignment 
is lik ely to be sold at the price of the 
lowest grade

When the sun shines on 
the stalk s or brush the hens enjoy 
getting under it and resting In the 
rays of the sun. 
The wire fence is

That 
will make the land jump up. 
Then 
I’ll sell the land as fast as the folks 
will want to buy because of the im­ 
proved ferry system and transporta­ 
tion facilities. 
"You see, I give the value to the 
land by building the roads. 
Then 1 
sell the land and get that value back, 
and after that, there’s the roads, all 
carrying folks back and forth and 
earning big money. 
Can’t lose. 
And 
there's all sorts of millions in it. 
I’m 
going to get my hands on some of that 
water front and the tide-lands. 
Take 
between where I’m going to build my 
pier and the old pier. It’s shallow wa­ 
ter. 
I can fill and dredge and put in 
a system of docks that will handle 
hundreds of ships. 
San Francisco’s 
water front is congested.

room for ships.

Boston, Feb. 27.— Colonel Roosevelt, 
who announced before leaving 
New 
York tha t his Boston visit was not a 
| political 
one. jumped 
into the 
ring 
where his old hat has been for som e 
time, and led off with a speech deliv­ 
ered before the M a ssa chusetts house 
of representa tives. 
T h e talk to the 
legisla tors 
related 
to 
the 
co lo n e ls 
Columbus speech, and he endeavored 
to m a ke clea r just what he meant by 
his u ttera nces there on "re ca lls.” 
He 
asserted that he does not a dvoca te the 
recall of judges, but the reca ll of leg­ 
islation to justice. 
What the colonel 
a dvocates is that in ca ses w here a law 
passed by the legislative body in the 
interest of the general welfare of the , 
community has been declared unooo- 
stitutiona! tha t the people be given the 
right to pass final judgment on the 
proposition. 
In opening R oo« fvelt e x ­ 
pressed his belief in genuine popular 
rule, direct nominations, prim a ries and 
direct preferentia l presidential prim a ­ 
ries and the use of initia tive and refer­ 
endum.

Asked why he refused to sup­ 
port President Ta ft for a second term , 
Mr. R oosevelt said he did not believe 
the president had the confidence of 
the people. 
“A grea t ma ny people believe,” he 
said, “ tha t they need a strong man at 
the h elm — a man who grows p rogres­ 
sive in office, or a t least one who does 
not grow rea ctiona ry.”

Mr. Ba rifa rd said, does not recogniz e 
form ic acid a s an a ccepta ble preserva ­ 
tive, and prosecutions will be brought 
a ga inst persons who use it.

ceived instructions to send in sa m ples 
of fountain fruits suspected of co n ta in ­ 
ing the acid 
It is probable the de­ 
pa rtm ent will, on the question of for­ 
mic acid, ha ve as much of a fight as it 
had to elim ina te benzoate of soda.
